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Reason for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the appUcant's 
amendment filed on 06-06-05 overcomes the technical deficiencies and the prior art of record 

The prior art of references Lorenz (USP. 6,384,679) fails to teach or fairly suggest 
a differential conparator circuit for receiving an input voltage within a pre-determined range, 
amplifying the input voltage, wherein the pre-determined range comprises first and second 
range portions, and the input voltage ranged in the first range portion range is higher than that 
ranged in the second range portion conq)rising: first and second differential, a shared active 
load coupled to first and second differentials , a detecting circuit electrically connected to the 
first differential for producing a trigger signal when the detecting circuit detects that the first 
differential is shut down when the input voltage is lower than a lower-limit of the first range 
portion as called for in claims 1 and 8; a differential comparator circuit for receiving an input 
voltage within a pre-determined range, ampUfying an input voltage, wherein the pre- 
determined range comprises first and second range portions, and the input voltage ranged in 
the first range portion range is higher than that ranged in the second range portion conprising: 
a first differential, a detecting circuit electrically connected to the first differential for 
producing a trigger signal when the detecting circuit detects that the first differential is shut 
down when the input voltage is lower than a lower-limit of the first range portion, a second 
differential coupled to the detecting circuit for receiving the input voltage ranged in the 
second range portion in response to the trigger signal, and comprising a pre-amplifier 
receiving circuit to be shut down when the first differential receiving circuit is operated as 
called for in claim 12. Therefore, claims 1-14 are presently allowed.
